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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The reason for indicating allowable subject matter is that the Elson patent (US 
5,888,988) and other prior art of record do not teach or fairly suggest the N-acylated 
chitinous polymer of instant Claims 51 and 52 that comprises subunits of the formulas 
recited in Claims 51 and 52, wherein the structures representing Y have R groups 
represented as aryl, or as alkyl or alkenyl that comprises one or more heteroatoms 
replacing one or more carbons of the alkyl or alkenyl group.
